Following is introductory label for the exhibition. 

The purpose of this exhibition is to show through the use of enlarged photo 
murals the quality and monumentality often found in- miniature sculpture. 'The 
smallest object in the exhibition, an Egyptian Camelian Frog, measures less than 
a half inch in length and three-sixteenths of an inch in height. The Walrus Ivory 
Relief sculpture of "Christ in dory" measures approximately six inches in length. 
The photo-mural made from this piece measures six feet in length. ^
